Valuable Scientific 
Dis­ 
coveries Made On 
Voyage 


F R I E DRICHSHAFEN, 
Germany, July, 31.— With an 
Arctic voyage of discovery 
added to its list of splendid 
achievements, the Graf Zep­ 
pelin arrived back at its little 
nome town on the shore of 
the Lake of Constance at 4 :55 
a. rn. today. 
Most of the population of 
this 
town, 
famous 
as the 
headquarters 
of 
Zeppelins, 
were present to greet the 
Graf with loud “hochs” as 
she came down from the sky 
to repose in one of the great 
hangars. 
The log of the Graf now includes, 
besides the dirigible’s penetration 
of the Arctic 
Circle, 
a 
voyage 
round the world, a crossing of the 
equator flights to both hemispheres 
and passages over five continents. 
Further details of the vo y ag e to 
the Arctic became known when the 
Gray disembarked its fifteen pas­ 
sengers, a dozen of whom were 
scientists and explorers. 
The expedition discovered a new 
mountain 
range 
which 
members 
said they believed to be the high 
est in the Arctic. 
More than 5,(HK) 
feet high it stretches, they said, 
from Northeast Cape to the Taimyr 
Sea, a distance of 175 miles 
Existence of the Byrrange Mourn 
tains, between the Tann'yr Sea and 
Dickson island, was also definitely 
established 
This range was found 
to be 3,000 feet high 
Professor 
Moluchanov, one of 
the Russian member* of the ex­ 
pedition, revealed that four of his 
new* weather ballons were released 
during the flight and signalled valu­ 
able data automatically from great 
heights.

The Zeppelin had been isolated 
from radio contact with the out­ 
side world for thirty hours by an 
a’mospherlr 
barrier 
which 
he 
termed a "heavy-side layer,” the 
professor said. 
Passengers described the fngh
